Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  of  the  Borough  of  Heywood,  being  the  eighth 
issued  since  my  appointment  as  your  Medical  Officer. 

The  statistics  this  year  have  been  based  on  an  estimated 
population  of  26,371,  distributed  as  follows  :

Births. — The  number  registered  during  1905  was  573.  This 
number  is  12  more  than  registered  in  1904.  In  1904  there  was 
a decrease  of  73  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  birth 
rate  is  therefore  21-72  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population 
whereas  during  the  previous  year  it  was  estimated  at  21-45  per 
1000  of  the  population.  Seventeen  of  the  above  births  were 
illegitimate,  which  is  equal  to  2*96  per  cent,  of  the  total  births. 

The  birth  rate  this  year  is  again  very  low  indeed. 

Heywood  appears  to  be  following  the  gradual  decline  of  the 
birth  rate  which  is  general  to  England  and  Wales. 
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During  the  last  ten  years  1896-1905,  the  birth-rate  in  Hey  wood 
was  22 ‘98,  whereas  during  the  ten  years  previous  1886-1895,  the 
birth  rate  was  26-9  per  1000  of  the  population,  i.e.,  the  birth  rate 
has  fallen  4*0  per  1000  of  the  population. 

In  England  and  Wales  the  birth  rate  during  1905  was  27*2 
per  1000  of  the  population,  whereas  during  the  previous  year 
it  was  27-9  per  1000  of  the  population. 

Of  the  573  children  born  during  1905,  296  were  males  and 
277  were  females. 

Deaths. — The  deaths  of  410  persons  took  place  during  1905 
within  the  Borough  of  Heywood  (3  of  these  were  non-residents), 
whereas  during  the  previous  year  487  deaths  occurred. 

The  deaths  occurred  in  the  different  wards  as  follows  : —

The  death  rate  for  1905  is  15*53  per  1000  of  the  population. 
In  the  previous  year  the  death  rate  was  18 ’62  per  1000  of  the 
population,  therefore  there  is  a decrease  in  the  death  rate  of  3*09 
per  1000  of  the  population. 

The  average  death  rate  for  the  previous  twelve  years  is  equal 
to  a rate  of  18-45  Per  !000  of  the  population. 

The  average  death  rate  throughout  all  England  and  Wales 
during  1905  was  15  2 per  1000  of  the  population  (see  subjoined 
table).

The  number  of  births  exceeds  the  number  of  deaths  during 
the  year  by  163,  shewing  a natural  increase  in  the  population  of 
163,  whereas  during  the  previous  year  the  natural  increase  was  74.

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If  these  deaths  be  added  to  the  410  which  occurred  within  the 
Borough,  then  the  total  number  would  be  452  deaths,  which  would 
be  equal  to  a crude  death  rate  of  17*14  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  crude  death  rate  in  1904  was  19*85  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

The  Tables  in  this  Report  are  based  upon  the  number  of 
deaths  occurring  within  the  Borough  only. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate. — This  rate  shews  the  number  of 
deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  per  1000  births. 

In  1905  in  the  Borough  of  Heywood  it  was  117  as  against 
210  in  the  preceding  year.  In  England  and  Wales  it  was  128.

Sixty-seven  deaths  have  occurred  in  children  under  1 year, 
and  forly  of  these  children  were  fed  with  the  bottle,  whereas  last 
year  out  of  118  deaths  seventy  were  brought  up  artificially.

This  year  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  the  lowest  recorded  for 
many  years  in  Hey  wood,  and  the  diminution  corresponds  with  that 
for  England  and  Wales. 

This  improvement  upon  the  records  of  the  previous  years  is  due 
to  fewer  deaths  occurring  from  the  Infectious  Diseases,  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough,  and  from  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  Pleurisy, 
and  also  from  Premature  Birth  and  Atrophy. 

Infant  Mortality  is  becoming  a subject  of  vital  importance  to 
the  future  welfare  of  this  nation. 

During  the  last  fifty  years,  the  general  death-rate  of  this 
country  has  declined  from  23*3  to  ty'o  per  1,000,  due  to  improved 
sanitary  and  social  conditions,  yet,  there  has  been  no  corresponding 
decline  in  the  Infant  Death-rate  during  the  same  period.  The 
Infant  Mortality  of  this  country  as  a whole  is  stationary. 

The  decrease  on  the  total  death-rate  during  the  last  50  years 
has  resulted  in  the  saving  of  some  millions  of  lives,  but  our  infant 
population  has  not  benefitted  by  this  diminished  mortality. 

This  subject  is  increasing  in  importance  owing  to  the  birth-rate 
in  this  country  (which  in  1853-7  was  33‘9)  having  decreased  in 
1903-4  to  28-1  per  1,000.

Our  birth-rate  has  declined  from  28*32  for  the  years  1882-5  to 
22*98  average  for  the  years  1896-1905,  whilst  for  the  same  periods 
our  infantile  mortality-rate  has  increased  from  164  to  168  per 
1,000  births. 
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Below  you  have  presented  to  you  a statement  of  the  chief 
causes  of  the  deaths  amongst  infants  in  this  town  during*  the  last 
two  years.

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The  chief  causes  of  death  are  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough, 
Diarrhoeal  diseases,  Premature  Births,  Atrophy,  and  Congenital 
Defects,  Meningitis,  Convulsions,  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia. 

Nearly  50  % of  the  total  deaths  under  1 year  of  age  occur  in 
children  under  3 months,  the  causes  of  the  majority  of  these  deaths 
being  due  to  wasting  diseases  such  as  Premature  Birth,  Congenital 
Defects,  and  Atrophy,  Debility  and  Marasmus,  and  also  convulsions. 

The  cause  of  the  Infantile  Mortality  remaining  stationary  in 
this  country  is  due  to  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
Irom  Diarrhoea  and  Premature  Births. 

The  Mortality  from  Diarrhoea  depends  very  largely  upon  the 
climatic  conditions  existing  during  the  summer  months.  If  we 
have  a cold  wet  summer,  then  the  mortality  from  diarrhoeal  diseases 
is  much  below  the  average,  whilst  if  we  have  a hot  dry  summer 
the  mortality  is  increased. 

The  method  of  feeding  has  much  to  do  with  the  deaths  of 
Infants  from  Diarrhoea.  This  disease  is  much  more  common  in 
artificially  fed  infants  than  in  those  who  are  breast-fed,  and  if  the 
latter  are  attacked  with  Diarrhoea  they  quickly  respond  to  treatment, 
whereas  a bottle-fed  child  is  much  more  difficult  to  treat  and  very 
frequently  dies. 

In  this  Borough  in  1904  19  deaths  of  infants  occurred  from 
diarrhoea  (2  were  breast-fed  and  17  bottle-fed). 

In  1905  13  deaths  of  infants  occurred  from  diarrhoea  (and 
all  were  bottle-fed). 

The  second  cause  of  the  stationary  Infantile  Mortality  is  the 
increase  in  the  deaths  from  Premature  Births,  which  shew  a decided 
increase  during  recent  years. 

The  chief  causes  which  tend  to  Premature  Births  are  : — Early 
marriages,  physical  weakness  of  either  one  or  both  parents, 
employment  of  women  in  factories,  intemperance  and  insanitary 
surroundings. 


The  following  conditions  tend  to  operate  adversely  on  Infant 
Mortality  : — 

i.  Poverty.  2.  Overcrowding.  3.  Illegitimacy.  4.  Insurance. 
5.  Insanitary  Conditions.  6.  Employment  of  Women.  7.  Improper 
Feeding.  8.  Maternal  Inexperience  and  Neglect. 

(1) .  Poverty  is  a serious  factor  in  causing  a high  mortality. 
A low  infant  mortality  exists  amongst  the  well  to  do,  whereas  an 
excessive  infant  mortality  is  confined  to  the  children  of  the  working 
classes,  and  the  poor. 

On  the  other  hand,  when  trade  is  bad,  especially  when  those 
trades  in  which  women  are  employed  are  affected,  there  has  been 
noticed  a reduced  Infant  Mortality. 

(2) .  Overcrowing  tends  to  increase  the  Infant  Mortality. 

(3) .  Illegitimacy.  The  mortality  in  London  in  1902  was  twice 
as  high,  and  one  and  a half  times  as  high  in  a group  of  Rural 
Counties,  among  illegitimate  children  as  compared  with  children 
born  in  wed-lock. 

This  increase  is  probably  due  to  neglect  and  quite  preventable. 

(4) .  Insurance.  The  effect  of  Insurance  on  the  Infantile 
Death-rate  is  much  disputed.  In  the  case  of  illegitimates  it  is  said 
to  increase  the  mortality. 

Parents  should  not  be  allowed  to  make  a profit  by  the  insurance 
of  their  infants. 

(5) .  Insanitary  conditions  tend  to  increase  the  mortality 
amongst  Infants,  but  not  to  the  extent  expected. 

In  recent  years  the  sanitary  condition  of  this  country  has 
greatly  improved,  and  our  general  mortality-rate  has  been 
considerably  reduced,  but  it  has  had  no  perceptible  influence  on  our 
Infantile  Death-rate. 
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(6).  Employment  of  women  also  has  a tendency  to  increase 
the  Infantile  mortality.  Through  the  absence  from  home  of  the 
mothers,  the  children  are  placed  in  the  care  of  women  who 
frequently  are  quite  ignorant  of  the  rearing  of  infants.  This 
practice  necessitates  the  artificial  feeding  of  the  children,  and  also 
involves  the  exposure  of  the  children  to  cold  on  removing  them  in 
the  early  mornings  from  their  homes  to  the  homes  of  the  nurses. 
This  exposure  probably  gives  rise  to  many  of  the  bronchial  and 
chest  affections  of  the  young. 

When  through  strikes  and  lock-outs,  the  mothers  cannot  obtain 
employment  in  mills,  the  Infantile  mortality  is  appreciably  improved. 
In  many  cases  the  mother  follows  her  employment,  not  because  it 
is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  home,  but  because 
she  prefers  mill-work  to  the  more  monotonous  routine  of  house-work. 

Evidence  in  confirmation  of  this  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that 
during  the  siege  of  Paris,  and  also  at  the  period  of  the  Lancashire 
Cotton  Panic,  during  the  stress  and  privations  brought  about  by 
these  calamities,  when  the  general  death-rate  rose  enormously  and 
rapidly,  the  deaths  amongst  infants  decreased. 

(7).  Improper  Feeding.  Of  all  the  conditions  which  tend  to 
operate  adversely  on  Infant  Mortality,  improper  feeding  is  certainly 
the  chief. 

Not  only  is  it  the  immediate  cause  of  the  deaths  of  many 
infants,  but  not  unfrequently,  diseases  of  the  digestive  tract  are  set 
up  which  lead  to  malnutrition  and  rickets,  only  to  be  followed 
by  convulsions,  bronchitis,  pneumonia,  etc. 

During  the  last  15  or  20  years,  there  has  been  a very  great 
increase  in  the  number  of  children  brought  up  artificially  by  the 
working  classes,  which  is  of  great  disadvantage  to  the  health  of 
the  child. 


This  practice  of  artificial  feeding-  cannot  be  too  strongly 
condemned,  and  is  often  due  to  selfish  motives  and  laziness. 
Ill  health,  and  employment  in  the  later  months  of  pregnancy,  and 
ignorance  of  the  most  elementary  laws  of  health,  prevent  some 
mothers  being  able  to  feed  their  infants  naturally,  but  it  is  certain 
there  are  many  mothers  who  could  feed  their  children  naturally  if 
they  so  wished. 

The  neglect  to  supply  the  infant  with  its  natural  food  leads  to 
the  employment  of  artificial  diet,  and  here  the  greatest  ignorance  is 
shown  in  the  selection  of  a suitable  diet.  The  child  is  experimented 
upon  and  gradually  becomes  seriously  ill  and  dies,  or  its  health  is 
permanently  ruined. 

Dr.  Hope,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Liverpool,  has 
stated,  that  the  deaths  amongst  children  under  3 months  of  age, 
either  wholly  or  partially  fed  on  artificial  food,  are  fifteen  times 
greater  than  amongst  an  equal  number  of  Infants  fed  naturally  by 
the  mother. 


The  following  figures  will  give  you  some  idea  of  the  prevalence 
of  artificial  feeding  in  our  own  town. 


In  1905  67  Infants  died  under  1 year  of  age  and  40  of  these  were  artitically  fed.

(8).  Maternal  Inexperience  and  Neglect  aid  considerably 
in  the  keeping  up  of  a high  Infant  Mortality. 


Intemperance  and  early  marriages  are  certainly  often  responsible 
for  the  neglect  and  ignorance  shown  by  the  parents. 

The  want  of  cleanliness,  not  only  of  children  but  of  their  clothes 
and  surroundings  tend  also  to  increase  the  Infantile  Mortality. 
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The  dirty  floors  the  children  are  allowed  to  crawl  upon,  and 
the  dirty  thing’s  placed  in  their  mouths,  such  as  the  “dummy  teat,” 
which  has  been  described  by  Sir  William  Broadbent  as  “an 
invention  of  the  devil  ” frequently  lead  to  many  diseases. 

The  neglect  and  want  of  care  shewn  by  parents  sometimes  is 
so  great,  that  one  is  tempted  to  think  it  is  wilful.  Deaths  from 
these  causes  are  certainly  preventable. 

Now,  what  can  be  done  to  lower  this  high  Infant  Mortality 
which  has  so  long  been  stationary. 

The  recommendations  and  suggestions  are  numerous. 

The  most  feasible  are  the  following  : — 

Education  holds  the  first  place,  and  general  sanitation  (pure 
air,  pure  water  and  pure  food)  is  the  next  in  importance. 

The  increase  of  the  knowledge  of  the  laws  of  health,  especially 
those  relating  to  the  bringing  up  of  children,  is  the  best  means  of 
solving  many  of  the  difficulties  and  of  removing  unhealthy 
conditions. 

The  older  girls  in  our  elementary  schools  should  be  taught  the 
laws  of  health  and  domestic  hygiene,  including  how  to  rear  children, 
by  properly  qualified  teachers  in  the  subjects  ; at  present  the  latter 
are  taught  in  our  secondary  and  continuation  schools. 

The  mothers  require  to  be  taught  how  to  feed  and  manage 
their  children.  Much  good  has  been  done  in  many  towns  by  Lady 
Inspectors  appointed  by  the  Health  Authorities. 

These  Inspectors  visit  and  give  advice  to  the  mothers  regarding 
the  feeding  and  management,  &c. , of  their  infants. 

Our  registered  Midwives  require  instruction  as  to  the  importance 
of  natural  feeding  by  the  mother. 

The  natural  bringing  up  of  children  under  proper  conditions 
should  always  be  encouraged.

Women  should  not  be  allowed  to  work  in  our  mills  during  the 
later  months  of  pregnancy;  they  should  be  instructed  how  to  live 
during  this  period.  Their  general  sanitary  surroundings  require  to 
be  made  as  satisfactory  as  possible. 

Sometimes  artificial  feeding  will  have  to  be  resorted  to,  and  it 
is  then  our  duty  to  see  that  the  substitute  used  is  pure  and  the 
most  suitable. 

Cows’  milk  is  undoubtedly  the  best  substitute.  Greater  care 
requires  to  be  taken  in  the  collecting  and  delivery  of  milk  to  the 
consumers,  and  the  latter  should  exhibit  greater  care  in  the  storing 
of  the  milk  in  clean  vessels  in  their  homes. 

Every  precaution  should  be  taken  to  prevent  contamination  of 
the  milk  by  flies  and  dust.  In  summer  time  immediately  it  is 
received,  it  should  be  well  boiled,  poured  into  a clean  jug  and 
covered  with  a clean  cloth  until  required  for  use. 

Parents  should  be  carefully  instructed  in  the  giving  of  milk  in 
suitable  bottles  to  their  children. 

In  many  towns  this  has  been  accomplished  by  the  issuing  of 
printed  advice  by  the  Health  Departments. 

The  Pasteurization  or  sterilization  of  milk  has  been  carried  out 
in  some  towns  with  great  success. 

Greater  control  over  the  sale  of  the  many  varieties  of  artificial 
Infants’  foods,  and  other  substitutes  for  human  milk  is  certainly 
required. 

The  nursing  of  children  at  home  by  their  parents  should  be 
encouraged. 

Regulations  are  required  to  control  the  putting  out  of  children 
to  nurse. 

The  use  of  feeding  bottles  with  tubes  should  be  prohibited. 
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Precautions  require  to  be  taken  by  parents  in  the  isolation  of 
their  children  suffering-  from  Infectious  Diseases,  especially  Measles 
and  Whooping  Cough. 

The  date  of  registration  of  the  birth  of  a child  should  be 
altered  to  within  a week  instead  of  within  six  weeks,  as  now 
obtains,  for  by  this  means  the  earlier  knowledge  of  the  birth  of  a 
child  would  lead  to  instructions  being  given  by  the  Health 
Department  to  the  parent,  on  the  rearing  of  a child,  more  promptly 
than  is  at  present  possible. 

Zymotic  Diseases. — The  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases, 
viz.,  small-pox,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
typhoid  fever,  and  diarrhoea,  caused  45  deaths,  or  10 ’97  of  the 
deaths  from  all  causes. 

These  deaths  were  equal  to  an  annual  zymotic  death  rate  of 
1*7  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  the  Borough  of  Hey  wood  Last 
year  the  zymotic  rate  was  3*02. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1905  was  1*52. 

The  following  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  have  been

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  seventeen  houses  from  which  the 
patients  were  removed  to  Hospital  were  not  altogether  satisfactory. 
The  closet  accommodation  was  respectively  on  the  fresh  water  (1), 
waste  water  (6),  covered  midden  privy  (9),  and  pail  (1)  systems. 
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As  to  cleanliness,  most  of  the  houses  were  particularly  clean, 
though  one  or  two  were  not  so  clean  as  desirable.

In  addition  to  the  above,  a young  woman,  aged  22  years  was 
admitted  to  the  Infectious  Hospital  suffering  from  a mild  attack  of 
Small-pox.  She  contracted  the  disease  within  the  Borough  of 
Heywood,  but  developed  it  at  the  Bury  Infirmary.  She  had  been 
vaccinated  in  infancy  (one  mark  on  arm).  She  made  a good 
recovery. 

During  March,  1905,  an  outbreak  of  Small-pox  occurred 
amongst  the  scholars  attending  the  Manchester  Road  Council 
School. 

It  owed  its  origin  to  2 cases  which  had  been  kept  away 
from  school,  as  their  parents  thought  the  children  were  suffer- 
ing from  Chicken-pox,  whereas  they  were  suffering  from  a mild 
attack  of  Small-pox. 
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The  epidemic  quickly  spread,  and  within  one  month  31  cases 
were  notified. 

At  the  Manchester  Road  School  14  cases  occurred.  Thirteen 
of  these  were  scholars  who  had  never  been  vaccinated,  and  there 
was  one  scholar  (13  years  of  age)  who  had  been  inefficiently 
vaccinated  (having  only  one  small  vaccination  mark  upon  her  arm), 
and  she  had  the  mildest  of  attacks,  having  only  six  Small-pox 
marks  on  her  body. 

It  is  surely  very  instructive  and  suggestive  to  note  that 
although  in  this  school  there  was  a large  number  of  vaccinated,  as 
well  as  unvaccinated  children,  that  with  one  exception,  (and  that  an 
inefficiently  vaccinated  one),  the  disease  should  attack  the  un- 
vaccinated  children  only,  whereas  the  vaccinated  children,  with 
the  one  exception,  escaped. 

It  is  also  important  to  note  the  ages  at  which  the  vaccinated 
and  unvaccinated  respectively  were  attacked. 

The  average  age  of  the  vaccinated  attacked  was  31  years 
and  5 months  ; whereas  the  average  age  of  the  unvaccinated 
was  12  years  and  3 months,  and  had  it  not  been  that  2 elderly 
unvaccinated  persons  were  attacked  (their  respective  ages  being 
46  years  and  36  years)  the  average  age  of  the  unvaccinated 
would  have  been  8 years  and  10J  months. 

This  fact  coincides  with  the  knowledge  derived  from  other 
epidemics  ; that  is,  Small-pox  is  still  a children’s  disease  in  the 
unvaccinated,  whereas  in  the  vaccinated  it  is  rarely  met  with  in 
early  life,  but  usually  occurs  in  later  life,  when  the  protective 
power  of  vaccination  has  been  considerably  lessened. 

The  disease  was  chiefly  of  a mild  type,  24  cases  being  of 
the  discrete  or  mild  variety.  The  remaining  7 cases  were  semi- 
confluent, or  a more  severe  type  of  the  disease. 
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Of  the  7 semi-confluent  cases,  2 were  vaccinated  (their  ages 
being  53  and  42  years  respectively),  and  5 were  unvaccinated, 
their  ages  being  6,  9,  11,  13,  and  46  years. 

No  cases  of  Small-pox  occurred  in  a re-vaccinated  person 
during  the  epidemic. 

The  average  stay  in  Hospital  of  the  vaccinated  class  was 
25^)  days,  and  the  stay  of  the  unvaccinated  was  33}4  days. 

The  outbreak  entailed  a great  amount  of  work  upon  the 
officials  of  the  Health  Department. 

A strict  surveillance  of  the  contacts,  prompt  removal  of 
those  attacked  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  disinfection  of  the  infected 
houses,  and  vaccination  of  the  contacts  (when  willing)  were  the 
chief  measures  adopted  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Town  Council  : 

Resolved,  “That  in  view  of  the  emergency  caused  by  the 
serious  outbreak  of  Small-pox  within  the  Borough,  which  has 
been  traced  to  a supposed  case  of  Chicken-pox,  this  Council 
hereby  orders  that  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act, 
1889,  shall  apply  in  the  Borough  to  the  Infectious  Disease  of 
Chicken-pox,  and  that  such  order  shall  come  into  operation  on 
Saturday,  the  22nd  day  of  April  instant,  1905,  and  remain  in 
in  force  for  a period  of  three  months  from  such  last  mentioned 
date.” 

The  promptness  of  the  Medical  Gentlemen  of  the  town  in 
notifying  cases  of  Small-pox  contributed  largely  to  the  success 
with  which  the  disease  was  controlled. 

The  Manchester  Road  Council  School  was  closed  March  21st, 
1905,  to  April  25th,  1905  (to  the  end  of  the  Easter  Holidays). 
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Vaccination. — 

It  is  gratifying-  to  notice  that  the  improvement  in  the  number 
of  primary  vaccinations  performed  in  this  town  during-  recent  years 
is  maintained. 
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Typhus  Fever.— No  cases  were  notified  during-  the  year. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup. — Forty-eight  cases 
were  reported,  and  ten  deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  whereas 
in  the  previous  year  twenty-nine  cases  were  reported,  and  six 
deaths  were  registered.

There  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
reported,  and  also,  in  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  from  this 
disease. 

Forty-two  cases  (or  87*5  %)  have  occurred  between  the  years 
of  one  to  fifteen,  and  all  the  deaths  have  taken  place  in  children 
between  one  and  ten  years  of  age. 

Twenty-eight  of  the  cases  were  amongst  children  attending 
Day  Schools,  and  these  were  distributed  amongst  nine  schools. 

Eleven  were  too  young  to  attend  school,  and  the  remaining 
nine  were  employed  in  the  Mills  in  different  parts  of  the  town. 

The  milk  supply  of  these  forty-eight  cases  was  obtained  from 
twenty-one  farmers,  and  there  was  only  one  case  of  diphtheria 
reported  from  a farm  house. 
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The  sanitary  conveniences  existing-  at  many  of  the  houses  were 
far  from  satisfactory.  The  large  number  of  open  and  closed  midden 
privies  is  very  marked.  Defective  drains  and  gullies  existed  at  a 
few  of  the  houses.  Unpaved  streets,  back  streets,  and  yards,  existed 
adjoining  some  of  the  affected  houses. 

The  number  of  cases  reported  for  the  West  Ward  was  equal 
to  that  reported  for  the  North  and  South  Wards  combined,  and  also, 
as  many  deaths  occurred  in  this  Ward  as  in  the  two  other  Wards. 

This  increase  for  the  West  Ward  requires  consideration. 
The  twenty-four  cases  occurred  in  twenty-one  houses,  and  the  latter 
were  supplied  with  the  following  sanitary  conveniences.

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The  want  of  isolation  of  many  of  these  cases  of  Diphtheria  is 
very  noticeable.  In  many  of  the  cases  isolation  was  not  attempted  ; 
in  others,  it  was  of  such  an  unsatisfactory  character  that  it  was  of 
little  use. 

Frequent  inspection  of  the  children  attending  School,  might  do 
much  to  detect  early  and  latent  cases  of  diphtheria,  and  their  early 
removal  from  School  and  isolation  at  home  would  prevent  others 
becoming  affected 

In  September,  1905,  a special  report  was  presented  to  you  on 
the  diphtheria  outbreak  in  the  West  Ward,  and  on  its  relationship 
to  the  Day  Schools. 

Friends  and  neighbours  frequently  visit  those  suffering  from 
infectious  disease,  and  if  a death  has  occurred  it  is  quite  the  custom 
for  the  body  to  be  viewed  by  large  numbers  of  persons,  especially 
children. 

This  dangerous  and  reprehensible  practice  cannot  be  too 
strongly  condemned. 

The  strictest  isolation  of  those  suffering  from  this  disease,  and 
in  case  of  death,  early  burial  should  be  enjoined. 

The  large  number  of  open  and  closed  privy  middens  which 
existed  where  the  disease  manifested  itself  is  very  striking,  and  the 
unsatisfactory  condition  of  these  very  objectionable  and  insanitary 
systems  should  be  noted. 

The  conversion  of  the  open  and  closed  midden  privies  to  the 
Waste  Water  system  should  be  hastened. 

In  February,  1903,  notices  were  issued  to  the  Millowners,  &c. 
requesting  them  to  discontinue  the  practice  of  blowing  off  of  steam 
into  the  sewers,  but  little  notice  appears  to  have  been  paid  to  this 
request. 
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This  practice  is  distinctly  dangerous,  and  stronger  measures 
require  to  be  taken  to  enforce  its  discontinuance. 


Scarlet  Fever. — During*  the  year  193  cases  were  reported, 
and  eleven  deaths  have  been  registered  from  this  disease.  See 
subjoined  tables.

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Scarlet  Fever  has  been  very  prevalent  during  the  year, 
especially  during  the  later  months.  Although  the  majority  of  the 
cases  have  been  of  a mild  type,  and  probably  so  mild  in  character 
that  some  cases  may  have  been  overlooked,  there  has  been  a 
number  of  very  severe  cases,  which  has  resulted  in  an  increased 
death-rate. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  have  occurred  in  the  North  and 
South  Wards.  Ten  of  the  deaths  have  taken  place  in  children 
under  fifteen  years  of  age. 

Isolation  was  adopted  in  eighty  houses,  but  in  the  remaining 
sixty-eight  houses  it  was  not  even  attempted. 

The  large  number  of  houses  in  which  more  than  one  case 
occurred  gives  you  some  idea  of  the  efficiency  or  otherwise  of  the 
isolation  attempted. 
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The  difficulties  in  the  way  of  satisfactory  isolation  in  a cottage 
house  are  great,  but  very  often  much  greater  care  might  be  shown 
than  is  now  the  case. 

Whilst  those  suffering  from  Infectious  Disease  are  compelled 
to  be  nursed  at  home  through  lack  of  an  Isolation  Hospital,  it 
behoves  us  to  use  all  the  means  in  our  power  to  isolate  the  patient 
as  completely  as  possible. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Five  cases  have  been  notified  during  the 
year,  and  two  deaths  have  been  registered.  During  the  year  1904 
seven  cases  were  reported  and  no  deaths  occurred. 

Three  cases  occurred  in  the  North  Ward. 

One  case  occurred  in  the  South  Ward. 

One  case  occurred  in  the  West  Ward. 

The  disease  has  not  been  traced  to  either  the  water  or  milk 
supply  in  any  case. 

Probably  the  local  conditions  existing,  explain  the  origin  of 
the  fever. 

The  disease  manifested  itself  in  five  houses,  and  the  latter 
were  supplied  with  the  following  conveniences  : — 

Closed  Midden  Privies — Five. 

Your  particular  attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that  this  year  all 
the  cases  have  occurred  where  the  midden  privy  system  was  in 
vogue.  During  the  previous  five  years,  the  majority  of  the  cases 
of  Typhoid  Fever  has  arisen  where  similar  insanitary  conditions 
existed.

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Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  & Pleurisy.— The  total  number  of 
deaths  registered  is  82.  Twenty-four  of  these  were  under  five 
years  of  age  ; and  fifty-eight  above  five  years  of  age  ; this  is  equal 
to  an  annual  death-rate  of  3- 10  per  thousand  of  the  population. 
The  deaths  occurred  as  follows  : — North  Ward  30  ; South  Ward  35  ; 
West  Ward  17.  During  the  previous  year  96  deaths  took  place, 
41  were  under  five  years  of  age  and  55  above  five  years  of  age, 
which  was  equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  3 '67  per  thousand  of 
the  population.

Phthisis. — All  cases  of  Consumption,  whether  affecting  the 
brain,  bowels,  joints,  or  lungs,  &c. , are  included  under  this  head. 
Forty-two  deaths  have  been  registered  during  the  year  ; 5 were 
under  five  years  of  age,  and  3 7 were  above  five  years  of  age.  This 
is  equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  i’59  per  thousand  of  the  popu- 
lation, z. e. , roughly,  one  out  of  ten  of  the  deaths  this  year  is  due 
to  consumption. 

During  the  last  eleven  years  604  deaths  have  occurred  from 
this  disease  (139  of  these  were  deaths  of  children  under  five  years  of 
age)  out  of  a total  of  5015  deaths  from  all  causes,  or  about  one  out 
of  eight  persons  have  died  from  phthsis. 
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Fewer  deaths  have  been  registered  this  year  than  during  any 
of  the  last  seven  years. 

Of  the  forty-two  patients  who  died  of  Phthisis  during  1905

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The  gradual  decline  of  deaths  in  this  town  from  Phthisis,  and 
also  in  this  County,  is  distinctly  gratifying. 

The  public  are  slowly  recognizing  the  infectious  character  of 
this  disease,  and  also  that  it  is  a preventable  disease. 


Voluntary  notification  of  Phthisis  cases  has  been  adopted 
by  some  towns,  and  generally  has  excited  little  opposition.  By  this 
means,  these  unfortunate  people  can  be  supervised  and  instructed 
as  to  the  dang-er  to  themselves  and  others,  which  arises  from  the 
sputum.  These  people  can  also  be  instructed  in  the  necessity  for 
good  sanitary  surroundings,  and  the  means  which  are  of  use  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Much  might  be  accomplished  by  suitable  isolation  of  the 
patient  in  their  own  home. 

Frequent  disinfection  of  the  room  occupied  by  the  patient,  and 
of  the  house  also,  would  greatly  assist  in  the  stamping  out  of  this 
disease. 

Spitting  should  be  forbidden  in  all  public  places,  particularly 
in  workshops,  workrooms,  public  houses,  public  conveyances  and 
the  streets  of  the  town. 

The  early  cases  of  this  disease  are  most  curable,  and  their  early 
removal  to  Sanatoria  is  of  the  utmost  importance. 

Everything  should  be  done  to  increase  the  constitutional 
resistance  of  the  individual  to  the  disease  germs. 

The  better  housing  of  the  poor,  ample  space  with  sunlight  and 
ventilation,  plenty  of  well  cooked  and  wholesome  food,  abstinence 
from  stimulants,  domestic  and  personal  cleanliness,  would  all  tend 
to  increase  the  constitutional  resistance. 

As  tubercle  bacilli  may  be  distributed  through  milk,  it  is  our 
duty  to  see  that  the  milk  supply  is  free  from  such  contamination. 

Measles. — One  death  occurred  during  the  year.  During  the 
previous  year  twenty-two  deaths  occurred.

The  thirteen  children  reared  by  the  bottle  obtained  their  milk 
supply  from  at  least  eight  farmers. 

The  parents  of  these  unfortunate  children  were  all  of  the 
working  class,  especially  of  the  poorer  class. 

Influenza. — Five  deaths  were  due  to  this  disease  during  the 
year.  In  1904  six  deaths  occurred  from  influenza. 
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Puerperal  Fever. — Two  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified, 
and  no  deaths  occurred.  In  1904  four  cases  were  reported,  and 
one  death  occurred. 

The  Midwives’  Act  which  was  passed  on  the  thirty-first  of  July, 
1902,  with  the  object  of  securing-  the  better  training-  of  Midwives 
and  registration  of  their  practice,  came  into  force  on  the  first  day 
of  April,  1905.  ^ 

The  County  Council  are  acting  as  the  local  supervising  authority, 
and  sixteen  persons  have  become  registered. 

Whooping  Cough. — One  death  was  registered  from  this 
disease.  During  the  preceding  year  twenty  deaths  occurred. 

Inquests,  &c. — The  number  of  persons  over  which  the  Coroner 
(F.  N.  Molesworth,  Esq.),  has  held  inquests  or  enquiries  is  less 
than  the  year  previous.  The  number  of  such  held  was  23,  whereas 
during  1904,  30  were  held. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Factory  and  Work- 
shops’ Act,  1901,  it  is  now  incumbent  on  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  every  Local  Authority,  to  report  upon  the  administration 
of  the  Act  in  his  district,  etc. 

The  principal  industries  in  the  Borough  of  Hey  wood  are  : — 
Cotton  spinning,  cotton  and  woollen  weaving,  flannelette  and  towel 
manufacturing,  and  dyeing,  &c.  At  the  workshops  in  the  Borough

The  Refuse  destructor  is  now  working  very  satisfactorily. 

I have  again  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  following  require- 
ments : — 

1.  The  provision  of  a Steam  Disinfector  at  the  Refuse 
Destructor  Works  or  at  some  other  more  central  position,  to 
replace  the  present  method  of  taking  all  infected  clothing  to  the 
Disinfector  at  the  Smallpox  Hospital,  which  is  very  costly  and 
cannot  be  carried  out  when  the  Hospital  is  in  use,  owing  to  the 
danger  of  infection. 

2.  The  abolition  of  the  open  and  closed  midden  privies  by 
conversion  to  the  Waste  Water  Carriage  System. 

3.  The  paving  and  draining  of  back  streets  and  passages. 

4.  The  erection  of  public  abattoirs. 

5.  Provision  for  the  proper  cleansing  of  all  (600  or  more) 
sanitary  pails  now  in  use. 

6.  The  adoption  of  new  bye-laws.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

On  receipt  of  the  notification  of  these  diseases  the  houses  have 
been  at  once  visited.  Additional  visits  are  also  made  in  order  to 
see  that  those  in  charge  of  the  patients  are  taking  the  necessary 
care  as  to  isolation,  and  preventing  indiscriminate  visiting. 

1,384  visits  were  paid  to  houses  at  which  cases  occurred,  and 
273  reports  of  the  cases  were  made  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
After  recovery  of  the  Patients,  the  infected  rooms  are  disinfected. 

473  rooms  being  disinfected  during  the  year. 

Small-pox  being  prevalent  during  March  and  April,  it  neces- 
sitated extra  work  on  the  Department 

As  the  outbreak  commenced  in  a School  there  was  naturally 
a large  number  of  contacts.  These  were  visited  daily.  In  this 
way  several  cases  were  found,  particularly  so  after  the  notification 
of  the  first  case,  when  it  was  found  on  visiting  the  whole  of  the 
scholars  of  the  classes  immediately  affected  that  several  who  were 
at  home  owing  to  slight  sickness,  and  were  not  being  medically 
attended,  later  developed  Small-pox,  and  were  then  immediately 
removed,  and  the  houses  disinfected,  thus  removing  a further  centre 
of  infection. 

DAIEIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

There  is  no  alteration  in  the  number  of  Cow-keepers  on  the 
register,  viz.,  48. 

The  Cowsheds,  &c.,  have  been  regularly  visited  in  order  to 
ensure  proper  housing  of  the  cattle  and  general  cleanliness  of  the 
milk  supply. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

These  number  16.  They  are  visited  regularly,  and,  as  to  the 
cleanliness  and  limewashing,  are  good. 

312  lbs.  of  Beef,  72  Rabbits,  and  1 cwt.  of  Pigs’  feet  were  seized 
and  destroyed,  being  unfit  for  food. 
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DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACT. 

No  cases  have  occurred  during  the  year  under  this  Act. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  three  registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the 
Borough.  They  have  been  frequently  visited,  and  in  one  case  it  was 
necessary  to  warn  the  keeper  as  to  the  want  of  cleanliness.  Other- 
wise their  condition  has  been  satisfactory. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS’  ACT. 

There  are  145  Workshops  on  the  register ; 212  inspections 
have  been  made,  and  19  notices  served.  In  addition,  verbal 
suggestions  have  been  made  to  the  occupiers.  These  have  been 
invariably  carried  out. 

Details  with  regard  to  the  above  have  been  supplied  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  will  be  found  in  his  Special  Report 
on  Page  38 

CANAL  BOATS’  ACT. 

Fifty-four  Canal  Boats  were  inspected  during  the  year.  These 
were  occupied  by  107  men,  22  females,  and  13  children. 

No  contraventions  of  the  Acts  were  found. 

SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 

Twenty-six  observations  of  one  hour  each  were  taken  during 
the  year.  Eleven  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  to  abate  the 
nuisance  caused  by  the  emission  of  Black  Smoke.  Much  good 
was  done  by  these.  Alterations  being  made  and  appliances  used  to 
mitigate  the  nuisance.  There  still  remains  much  that  can  be 
done  to  limit  the  amount  of  Black  Smoke  that  is  thrown  into  the 
atmosphere.  The  Health  Committee  is  alive  to  this  fact,  and, 
with  the  help  of  the  Magistrates,  intend  to  do  all  they  can  to 
prevent  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  by  this  cause.
